LACK OF VESSEIS KAISER’S 


GREATEST ASSET, SAYS VIS-

“Every 
man behind a riveting machine is 
in effect firing right into the enemy 
ranks. Don't slacken fire in the 
yards, because that means that the 
barrage fire under cover of which 
our boys go over the top cannot be 
maintained. 

“The world’s tonnage is leas to- 
day than it wae before the war. Yet 
the tonnage to be carried is in- 
finitely greater than & was before 
the war. Five million Americans in 
Europe means a great bridge of 
ships. You men of the shipyards 
have got to build the ships. If the 
ships do not go across in big enough 
numbers your army will be cut off 
from its base of supplies. 

“Maybe there are big difficulties 
under which you have to labor in 
the yards. The government, under 
Bloomfield, is doing its level 
best to remedy these. It is making 


heroic efforts to provide proper 
housing, to improve the transepor- 
tation facllities and from your 


homes, to provide more comforts 
during working time and to remove 
any pin pricks that cause 
faction.”

Maxim Silencers are Found 
Hidden in Earth. 


Carefully Wrapped to Keep 
Condition Good 


Find Owners. 


What the police believe may prove 
to be an important link In a chain 
of evidence of a well-laid plot of 
terrorism, possibly of pro-German 
inception, was uncovered by Detec- 
tive Sergeants Ingram and Cowen 
last night, when they announced the 
discovery of two Maxim silencers, 
‘carefully buried in the earth in Bel- 
vedere Heights, several fays ago. 

The silencers, one of a .30-30 and 
the other a .32-caliber, were turned 
over to the police by Mrs. Myrtle 
Rosas of No. 252 Wellington street, 
following their discovery near Moun- 
tain View and Aliso streets, Belve- 
dere, by Charlies Pantoja while 
plowing on his 5600-acre ranch there. 

CAREFULLY WRAPPED. 

The little instruments were care- 
fully wrapped in thickly @iled tape, 
filled with oil inside, placed in a 


oily gloss polish, and the whole 
wrapped in a cloth cover of an au- 


tomobile seat. 

The care with which the silencers 
were treated to assure their keping 
in good condition, and the ‘location 
where they were found, led the po- 
lice to start a investiga- 
tion into the matter. 

While not able to state with cer- 
tainty, the detectives working on the 
case are under the impression the 
silencers are only a part of a cache 
secreted in the vicinity. In this con-

John Werth, 61 years, of No. 5688 
Fayette street, had to choose be- 
tween registering at the Hast Side 
Police Station as a German alien en- 
emy or to take his life, according 
to his story last evening at the Re- 
celving Hospital He chose death 
and cut a blood vessel in his left 
foot, below the ankle, at 11 o'clock 
on Friday night, at his home.

WHY NOT USE 
POWER BONDS? 


Fund Could Develop Energy 
Along the Aqueduct. 


Fuel Saving Would Result, 
Writer Points Out. 


More Hydreelectric Force is 
Easily Obtainable. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 7.—([To the 


Editor of The Times:] Will you 
kindly explain through the columns 
of your valuable paper, to me and 
to thousands of other taxpayers 
who feel that they are also patriots, 
by what method of reasoning the 
members of the Public Uudlities 
Commission arrive at the conclusion 
that the city cannot use the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the light and 
power bonds voted in 1914 to de- 
velop additional hydroelectric pow- 
er along the Los Angeles aqueduct? 

Il observed today telegraph dis- 
patches from Washington to the ef- 
fect that the three junketers who 
are now back there at the expense 
of the taxpayers informed Mr. Gar- 
field that the money could not be 
so used. I have also seen the 
statement made repeatedly in the 
Earl and Hearst papers. 

But I am not so short of memory 
that I cannot recall that these same 
papers, and at least one of the 
junketers, were openly rejoicing 
two years ago over « Supreme Court 


bond issue was not a Siamese twin, 
providing a fixed sum for develop- 
ing power and another fixed sum 
for a distributing plant: but that 
the whole was a single bond tasue 
and the different amounts named 
were estimates and not mandates. 

The laws have not been changed 
in two years, yet these papers and 
persons deny in 1918 what they 
averred in 1916. I have never 
approved the policy of duplicating 
the distributing systems of existing 
electrical companies, either by oth- 
er companies or by the city. There 
is no danger of the companies de- 
feating any municipal ownership 
Plan, for the good and sufficient 
reason that the city can purchase 
the property of the existing com- 
panies through condemnation pro- 
ceedings at any time. Therefore 
a “hold-up on the part of the com- 
panies is not possible. 

This morning | teok occasion to 
look up the text of the Supreme 
Court decision affecting the validity 
of the power bonds. It is in Volame 
170, of the California reports. There 
read the opinion. written 
Justice Shaw, which affirms that 
the purpose for which the bonds 
ae ty issued is single and not two- 
olf. 

The suit was brought on the con- 
tention that the bonds provided for 
two distinct and separate improve- 
ments, and for that reason the 
bonds were invalid; for the State 
law provides that two distinct prop- 
ositions may not be joined in 6 
single bond iseve. The argument 
against the bonds was that one sum 
was named for erecting power 
plants and another for buflding « 
distributing system, and that it was 
not possible for a person to yote 
against one and for the other. 

THE COURT'S OPINION. 
In his opinion Justice Shaw says: 

The municipal improvement 
for which the $6,500,000 was to 
be expended in the Present case 
ia described in the ordinance 
and on the ballot as “works 
for supplying sald city and its 
inhabitants with electricity for 
purposes of light, heat and pow- 
er.” and the description then 
proceeds to say that this in- 
cludes both a generating plant 
and a distributing aystem, stat- 
ing the particular elements of 
the generating plant and of the 
distributing system, and thees- | 
timated cost of each of these 
two parte of the improvement. 

We think it must be conced- 
ed that, under the rule as stated 
in the Clark case, this does not 
describe two distinct and sepa- 
rate objects or improverhenta, 
but merely provides for one sye- 
tem for supplying electricity te 
the city and ite inhabitants, In- 
cluding both the production of 
the supply and the distribution 
thereof. Neither the fact that 
the $3,500,000 already expended 
upon the gen ng 4 
would be lost if it is net com- 
pleted, nor the fact that the 
plant, when completed, could be 
leased at a profit, nor the fact 
that the city could eperate the 
generating plant alone and eel) 
the product readily to distribut- 
ing companies already in opera- 
tion and serving the city, nor 
all of these combined, are suffi- 
clent to divide the proposed sys- 
tem, as matter of law, inte twe 

improvements, or to render it . 

necessary for the Council to sub- 

mit the two parts separately on 
the ballot. While it might have 
submitted separate proposals, it 
was not bound to do so. It was 
a matter within ite discretion. 
NOT MANDATORY. 


Justice Shaw further opines that 
the division of the money named in 
the bond proposal was purely a 
recommendation and was not 
mandatory. 
Surely that language is plain 
enough to dispose for all time of 
the contention that the money now 
being used to parallel existing lines 
could not be used to generate addi- 
tional power along the aqueduct. If 
Il am mistaken in this I trust you 
will open the columns of The Times 
to Mr. W. B. Mathews or to Mr. Del 
Valle to set me right. 

I am asking you to call this te 
the attention of the public at this 
time for the reason that the Edison 
company is now consuming 2000 bar- 
rels of fuel oll daily to generate 
hydroelectric power, at its 
Reach station. The Bdison company's 
distributing system is now used to 
supply hydroelectric power gener- 
ated along the aqueduct. and the 
vice-president cf the company as- 
serts that it is willing to accept 
from the city sufficient hydroelec- 
tric power to replace that now - 
erated through the use of 2000 - 
rels of fuel oll dally. 

ACT OF DISLOYALTY. 


The time of the present crisis is 
no time for bickering and pouring 
salt in old sores. The government is 
erying aloud for more fuel oil. The 
city is now using more than $1,000.- 
000 to duplicate existing electric 
light and power lines that might be 
used to generate power along the 
aqueduct. To refuse to develop the 
additional power and let it go to 
waste at this time is an act of dis- 
loyalty. 

Such is the conclusion reached by 
myself and many of my neighbors.

The grenade unit, as worked out In 
the European war for use in attack- 
ing the enemy's trenches, consists of 
eight men, in the follow- 
ing manner: 

Bayonet man man 

Thrower 
Carrier 
Spare bayonet man 

Barricader Barricader 

The bayonet men move ahead of 
the thrower and, when the latter 
has hurled his bomb into the ob- 
jective trench, the former must be 
ready to take instant advantage of 
the temporary demoralization of the 
enemy and clear the way for an at- 
tack on the next trench. 

The grenadier is expected to be 
ready and able to hurl a bomb at 
Grice wherever the bayonet men may 
direct. When it is considered that 
a moment's delay or hesitancy may 
mean the annihilation of an entire 
unit and the possible failure of the 
attack, along that section, it will be 
seen that accuracy and immediate 
readiness to obey are essential on 
the part of the grenadier. 

The carriers, who are also ex- 
pected to act as throwers if an emer- 
gency arise, are responsible for thd 
supply of grenades. They prepare 
them for throwing and hand them te 
the thrower. ready for instant de- 
livery. The barricaders are supplied 
with sandbegs and tools and it is 
their province to rush forward and 
hjock a trench once it is cleared 
by the grenades.-—[{William Nelson 
Taft in Illustrated World.

| LOCAL PRODUCE MARKET. 


The rice market continues strong 
With prices tending upwards, says 
M. Phillips & Co. of Ban Francisco. 
This is due to the fact rthat mills 


ere obliged to pay higher values for 
paddy rice, which has naturally re- 
sulted in an advance on all grades 
of cleaned rice. There has been @ 
report that the Food Administre- 
tien intend to set a price of 4 cents 
a pound to growers at country ship- 
ping points for the 1918 crop. On 
this basie mille will be allowed to 
sell the beat grade California rice 
on the basis of 7 cents f.0.b. mill in 
carioad lots, and lower grades in 
preportion. The market on import- 
ed rice has also advahced due to 4 
further raise in freight rates. Shtp- 
mente en route are now movi at 
$50 per ton and rates for February 
and March shipments are advanced 
to $65 a ton. 

Consumption of tea and coffee hag 
shown a eubetantial increase since 
the beginning of the war. The iat- 
est figures available, those for the 
years 1915 and 1914, show that the 
use of tea and coffe im those years 
increased 241,160,306 gallons, or 15 
per cent. During the same peried 
the amount of alcoholic drinks con- 
sumed in the United States, which 
had increased 123,779,539 gallons, or 
about 6 per cent... the preceding two 
years, decreased by 11 per oent.. dur- 
ing the year ending June 3@ 181% 
and one-half of 1 per cent. for the 
next year. The per capita consump- 
tion of alcoholic liquors for 1916 was 
the amalilest since 1902, and probaly 
has been still further reduced sime 
that time. 

There has been a big slump in ess 
prices throughout the eastern cities 
and also in Shn Francisco. This has 
naturally affected the market here, 
which has been rather Nbera) for 
some time. Receipts are now in- 
creasing steadily throughout the 
country and from many sources 
comes the statement that consump- 
tion has been decreasing for the past 
six monthe. 

There was very little activity on 
the Produce Exchange Saturday 
morning and price variations were 
unimportant. According to Secre- 
tary Hudson, the receipts com prised 
282 cases of exes, 33,300 pounds of 
butter, 3400 pounds of cheese, $56 


sacks of potatoes and S418 boxes of

happen to two bulbs at once. The

| may be corroded. Next examine the 
wiring back to the switch. See that 
all wires are fully insulated. In a one- 
| wire aysetem see that that wire is («s- 
tened to the metal to which it Is at- 
tached. In cases where a junction 
box is used there may be a short in 
this box or the connection here may 
be loose or dirty. tf there are 
fuses In the line a fuse may have 
blown out or the fuse connection 
may be poor or corroded. If, after 
installing a new fuse, that blows out, 
the trouble i# in the system. The 
fuse is intended to protect the «ys- 
tem in general from the effects of 
excessive current supply. Some sys- 
teme employ circuit breakers in- 
stead of fuses. 
SWITCHES. 

Switches are another seat of trou- 
ble, through dirt, looseness, poor ad- 
justment, etc. Every switch should 
be inspected in case of trouble. Most 
starting and light! systems today 
include a cut-out which disconnects 
the battery from the geperétor cir- 
eult when the engine ts running 
slowly, usually at ten miles per 
hour, ear speed. The ordinary form 
ig electro-magnetically operated and 
the pointe must he ept 
clean. cut-out terminals, if they 
become dirty or loose, will cause 
trouble. If the cut-out does not op- 
erate properly undercharging may 
result, with battery lle in conse- 


quence. 

Finally, it le best to use a wiring 
diagram of the car in hunting for 
trouble. so that each cirovit may 
be carefully followed from end to 


if t owner has fot a dia- 
gram they will be supplied by the 
ear manufacturer or the nearest 
service station.

“Everlasting peace ts a,dream;:; there is 
none more beautiful: but war is a factor 
in God's plan of the world: without it the 
world would sink into the mire of ma- 
tertalism.” 

Goethe is the Emerson of Prussia. His 
maxims are learned as faithfully as the 
laws of mathematics. And Goethe wrote, 
“Man is not born for freedoni: to serve a 
prince deserving honor and esteem ts a 
pure pleasure to a noble mind.” 

Buch are the texts on which the youth- 
ful mentality of Germany has been 
nourished for two generations. The results 
are now apparent in the bleeding plains of 
Belgium and the smoking highlands of 
Northern France. Democracy will not 
find its place in the intellects of the Ger- 
Man masses until it is enrolled tn the cur- 
Ticulum of public instruction. Argument 
and suggestion cannot erase the maxims en- 
graved on the German intellect, for the Ger- 
man of the present gendration respects 
nothing that is pot founded on force. There 
is a moral in this that should not be lost 
on our own educators. “Just as the twig 
is bent” is an eternal truth.

He ie probably the first man in 
Southern California who has raised 
a crop of this enormously produc- 
tive plant, though a few enterprising 
seed hotses have secured the seed 
this season from Australia in very 
small lots. Mr. Spencer has now 
approximately 16,000 stalks in his 
back yard, over ten feet in height, 
a single plant which he has examined 


bearing eighty-five of these tall 
canes. 
He secured hie start from two 


sources. First he read an article 
which appeared about a year and a 
half ago in the Los Angeles Times 
Bunday lllustrated Magazine, writ- 
ten by B. Harrison, an Australian 
authority. Mr. Spencer immediately 
sent to Austrailia for seed, which 
he received just a year ago, and, 
though the sced are poor in fertility 
and furnish a poor method of prop- 
agation, he secured ten plants 
from this first sowing. 

In the meantime he had been in 
active correspondence with govern- 
ment authorities and received from 


Washington, last June two 
canes, Which had been hothouse 
raised there. These were among the 


firet that had been produced by the 
experts of the United States govern- 
ment at Wdshington or anywhere in 
thie country. as far as is known, 
The canes Were cut into short lengths 
instruetions to cut between 
the joints for planting.

In setting out his own ranch in 
Antelope Valley, where he now owns 
six sections of unimproved land, of 
which he has cleared and will have 
ready for spring planting this sea- 
son Bome 200 acres, he expects to 
Plant the joints in furrows at juet 
the time of Sudan grass sowing.

Mr. Spencer's plans are ati for 
stock raising. He has carried on an 
extensive correspondence on the 
subject with Australian authorities 
during the past year and a half ind 
‘is assured by them that the grass is 
a4 nutritious and fattening feed. 
They claim that analysis shows it 
to be “much richer than green maize 
or cow cane,’ which, if proved the 
case with the gress erown here, 
should commend it highly for silage. 
Their claim that steck relish it 
greatly has been uphéld by his own 
experiments in feeding it to the cows 
ofa neighboring dairy and to a num- 
ber of ho 

His experiments are being watch- 
ed with the kKeenest imterest by 
Prof. Kennedy, with whom he ‘as 
been in correspondence threughout 
his trials with this and other 
grasses and whe has within the past 
month spent a day at Mr. Spencer's 
home in investigation of the prog- 
ress made. Pref. Kennedy took 
away with him a potted plant of the 
Giant grass and will later send for 
a number of the canes for trial this 
season at the government experi- 
merit station at Davis. He has also 
sent Mr. Spencer, since returning to 
Berkeley, four new kinds of grasses. 

Were it not that the giant grass 
has shown such remarkable results, 
out of all préportions to anythiog 
else tried, the experiments Mr. Spen- 
cer has carried on with his other 
grasses would of themselves compel 
the attention of all who are inter- 
ested in this Important question.
